Pneumonia, contracted in the high al- 
titudes of Sinaia in the Carpathian 
mountains, where he was transferred 
recently, hastened his end. 

But the king’s illness really dates 
back several years. The actual cause 
of his death was cancer. Even when 
Queen Marie was on her memorable 
visit to the United States, the king 
suffered intensely and two operations 
were performed, followed by radium 
treatments. All this merely served to 
stay the progress of the disease for a 
time, and Ferdinand wasted away until 
he was a mere shadow of himself, un- 
able to take proper nourishment and 
incapable of carrying out the duties of 
state in the way he desired, though he 
exerted himself to the utmost and was 
ever hopeful that he would live, 

Called in Bratianos. 

One of the last acts of King Ferdi- 
nand’s reign was to bring about the 
creation of a government under the 
Bratiano brothers, whom he trusted 
and who, with him, were influential in 
swinging Roumania into the world 
war on the side of the allies, an act 
in which Ferdinand flung himself 
against hig own kin, for he was a Ho- 
henzollern. 

Only a few weeks ago Premier 
Averescu, to whom dictatorial dreams 
were credited in some circles, was re- 
moved from the head of the govern- 
ment and a more inclusive government 

was formed under Prince Stirbey, one 
of the richest Roumanians and long a 
favorite at court, to hold the reins 
until the Bratianos were ready to step 
into power again. 

The Bratianos and their eaety'é can- 
didates won an overwhelming victory 
in the recent elections to parliament. 
The brothers, now strongly entrenched 
in power, are solidly opposed to Carol, 
as is Prince Stirbey, who, with them, 
is one of a little group of the richest 
and most powerful men in Roumania, 

politically and economically.

King Ferdinand was one of the most |. 


picturesque of the few European rulers 


that succeeded in retaining their 
thrones during and after the world 
war. He was tall, wore a beard, and, | 
despite his broken health during the’ 
last year or two, carried himself with | 
dignity. 

He was born in Prussia on Aug. 24, 
1865, the second son of Prince Leopold 


of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, and 


ascended to the throne on the death 
of his uncle, King Charjes I., on 
11, 1914, although it was not until eight 
years later that he and Queen Marie 
were crowned at Albajubia. 
Roumania Joins Allies. 


When Italy declared war in May, 
1915, Roumania nearly followed Italy’s 
example of joining the allies. Consid- | 
erable pressure was brought to bear} 
on King Ferdinand by Kaiser William 
and the emperor of Austria, and the 
frontiers of Roumania were threat- 
ened by the troops of the central pow- 
ers.

It was on Jan. 10, 1893, shortly after 
he had been proclaimed heir apparent 
to the throne, that Ferdinand married 
Princess Marie, eldest daughter of the 
Duke of Edinburgh, Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, and a grand daughter 
of Queen Victoria of Great Britain. 

Six children were born of the mar. 
riage. One died in infancy. The others ; 
were Prince Carol, born in 1893; Prin: ; 
cess Elizabeth, born in 1894, and mar- 
ried in 1921 to King George of Greece 
who afterwards abdicated; Princess 
Marie, born in 1899 and married in 1922 
to King Alexander of Jugo-Slavia; 
Prince Nicholas, born in 1903, and Prin- 
cess Ileana, born in 1908.

Joe Boynton, Mr. Rickard's box office 
superintendent, on the stand and 
wrung from him the shocking admis- 
sion that even at the Garden the prac- 
tice of accepiing a slight token of 
friéndship from ticket shoppers was 
not entirely unknown. 

This is considered a sordid practice 
in New York, because when a box 
office man accepts tokens of friendship 
from the shoppers, favoritismm creeps 
in and good seats for desirable enter- 
tainments find their way into the 
hands of unscrupulous profiteers. It 
was a tlow to the illusions of the 
public to read that Mr. Boynton not 
only accepted gifts of money but 
shéwed disrespect for the American 
constitution by accepting gifts of dis- 
tiled liquor. And it was only yester- 
day that Mr. Rickard stated with 
virtuous pride that his box office never 
discriminated between customers.

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Mason Would Have ' 


Students Estimate 
Own School Progress 


President Max Mason of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, addressing the ad- 
ministrative heads of institutions of 
higher learning in conference at’ the 
Midway school yesterday, prophesied 
the passing of the credit system of 
grading students. He further inti- 
mated that his own institution might 
be the first to “ demonstrate the cour- 
age to calmly abo eéntire system 
of credit bookkeeping.” 

“So long,” he s “as we work on 
the assumption that the majority of 
students come to our college to resist 
education, the students are going to 
play the game of instructor versus 
pupil; the game of learning versus 
credits. It will. be an interesting day 
in education when it is recognized that 
students are not reciting to please 
their instructors. - 


“In place of the credit system, it 
might be better to substitute a compre- 
hensive final examination on subject 
rather than course, and a series of 
personal reports from each student 
at the end of each term, which give 
his own estimate of his Intellectual 


progress. 
“There seems to be too much fact- 
ual content in the courses today: we 
try to give every bit of information 
possible. What is necessary is that 
we should inspire intellectual curios- 
ity, and let the students find the facts 
themselves. The short cut method of 
telling in phrases what it has taken 
man thousands of years of bitter ex- 
perience to learn is dangerous. We 
‘should allow some of the joys of dis- 
covery to the students.” 
In the opinion of the educators as- 
sembled, undergraduate students 
should be required to pay for the 
greater portion of their education, as 
was proved when they adopted a reso- 
lution introduced by Trevor’ Arnett, 
member of the general education 
board and a former vice president of 
the University of Chicago. ; 
The problem of the able student 
with small financial resources was met 
with another resolution favoring ex- 
tension of scholarship and loan funds. 
In seventeen colleges in the north 
central district, it was pointed out, 
students paid but 66 per cent of the 
cost of operating the colleges, the re- 
mainder being defrayed by gifts, en- 
dowment income, and taxes.
